A Russian corps crossed the Danube 
near Simanatza yesterday at daybreak, 
driving the Turks from their positions. 
Boats filled with troops continued to 
cress the river all yesterday. A Rus-~ 
sian official account, dated yesterday, 
says the engagement with the Turks is 
still proceeding. Nikopolis has been 
burned by bombardment. 

The Globe says it hears that Russia 
has given Mr. Whitehead, the torpedo 
inventor, an order for 100 fish tor 
pedoes, to be dispatched to the Black 
sea and the Danube. The Russian 
government is resolved, if possible, to 
destroy or drive away all the Turkish 
monitors in or near the mcuths of the 
Danube, and then assume the offensive 
with the iron clads they haye at Nico- 
laieff and some torpedo vessels now 
constructing at St, Petersburg. 

LonpDon, June 28.—The Times, in its 
leading article, says: The neutral states 
are painfully interested by reports that 
the Russians have been violating the 
laws of war by infliction of wanton 
injury. If they deliberately directed 
their guns against the consulates and 
defenceless parts of Rustchuk, their 
guilt is surpassed only by their folly, 
and that folly would be all the more 
glaring because, if as reported, they 
continued to fire on the English con- 
sutate afier the consul hoisted the 
American flag, they would have gone 
out of their way to assail a power 
peculiarly friendly to them. It is diffi- 
cult to believe the Russians would 
have delibér.tsly inflicted such an 
outrage and it 1s well to remember that 
similar charges invariably accompany 
every bombardment. 

Lonpon, June 28.—A special edition 
of the Standard basa Bucharest special 
which says the Bulgarians in Dabrud~ 
scha are arming against the Turks. 

Vienna, June 28—In the lower 
house of the Reichrath the minister 
president in reply to an interpellation, 
said no offensive or defensive alliance 
with Germany had heen refused, be- 
cause none had been asked by Ger- 
many. He added thatthe government 
still maintained its dec'aration of neu- 
trality ; its relations with foreign pow- 
ers were the same, and there was no 
oc ‘asion for mobilization of defensive 
forces. Should events occur, however, 
rendering reinforcements ot troops on 
tne frontier necessary, the government 
reserved to itself the power to take 
such measures as the protection of the 
immediate interests on the frontier 
might require. _ The fact that the gov- 
ernment had hitherto deemed these 
measures unnecessary, and from a re- 

rd for its financial position, it still 

ispensing with them was a guaran- 
tee that it would not adopt them pre- 
maturely, nor to a greater or less ex- 
tent than might be necessary. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 28 — The 
chamber of deputies has been closed 
by order of the sultan, but the mem- 
bers remain subject to call in extra- 
ordinary session. 

Bucnarest, June 28.—The fourth 
army corps from the interior of Russia 
is entering Roumania via Belgrade. 

Vienna, June 28.—The Political Cor- 
respondent’s Cattaro special reports all 
the Turkish regulars in Herzegovina 
have been ordered to march to Albania, 
whither stores and provisions have 
been despatched from ali the districts 
between Metkovisch and M pstar.

The convention met again at two 
o'clock and elected Hon. James F. 
Wilson permanent chairman, and pro- 
ceeded immediately to ballot for gov- 
ernor. Hon John H. Gear, of Bur- 
sington, received 494 votes on an in 
formal ballot, a large majority anda 
sorpe of all cast. On the first for- 
mal ballot, he reéeived over five hun- 
dred votes and was immediately de- 
clared nominated amidst enthusiasm. 
Hon. Frank J. Campbell, of Jasper 
county, was nominated for lieutenant 
governor. 

When the nominations were an- 
nounced for supreme justice, the 
present incumbent, Chief Justice Day, 
was almost unanimously called for. 

THE REIOLUTIONS, 


The committee on resolutions re- 

orted : 

1. That the United States of Amer- 
ica is anation, not a league; that by 
the combined workings ot the national 
and state goveraments, rights of every 
citrzen should be everywhere secured, 
and the failure to secure them 1s crim- 
inal neglect. 

2. Tne republican party has done 
the work of preservation of the gov- 
ernment, to which the nation owes its 
life, and the work of the republican 
party is unfinished. 

3. The permanent pacification of the 
south and the complete protection of 
all their citizens in the free enjoyment 
of all their rights, isa duty ty which 
the republican arty stands sa- 
credly pledged. The power to pro- 
vide for the enforcement of the prin- 
ciples embodied in the recent con 
stitutional amendments is vested py 
the amendments in congress, and we 


i 


| declare it to be the solemn obligation 


of the legislative and executive de- 
rtments of the government: to put 
in immediate and vigorous exercise all 
their constitutional powers for remov- 
ing any just causes of discontent on 
the part of anv class, and securing to 
every American citizen complete liber- 
ty and exaci equality in the exercise of 
civil, political and public rignts. To 
this end, we imperatively demand of 
the chief executive a courage and fi- 
delity to these duties which shall not 
falter till the results are placed be- 
yond dispute or recall, 
4. The. public credit should be sga- 


‘credly maintained, and all the obliga- 


tions of the government honestly dis- 
charged, and that we favor the early 
atiaiument of a currency convertible 
with coin, and therefore advocate the 
gradual resumption of specie payments 
by continuous and steady steps. 

5. The silver dollar having been a 
legal unit of value from the foundation 
of the federal government until 1873,the 
law under which its coinage was sus- 
pended should be repealed at the ear- 
liest possible day, and silver made with 
gold a legal tender for tiie payment of 
all debts, public and private. We also 
believe tnat the present volume of 
currency should be maintained 
till the wants of trade and com 
merce demands its further contraction. 
The other resolutions are local in 
character. 

At the conclusion of the reading, a 
resolution indorsing the president and 
his policy was offered by Resley as an 
amendment t> the (first resolu- 
tion. This created

‘*Reso! ved, that the so-called south- 
ern policy, which has been inaugura- 
ted and pursued by the present na- 
tional administration, isin accord with 
the principles of the republican party.” 

This was read amid general tumult. 

Dr. Bardsley, of Des Moines county, 
moved it be referred to the committee 
on resolutions. 

Mr. Merriam, of Keokuk county, 
moved, amid great excitement, that the 
resolution be tabled. Adopted. by 
about a three-fourths vote. 

The committee on resolutions, to

The Social Evil—Fraudulent Voters— 
harrow-Guage Saiiread Conven- 
tion. 

Sr. Lovis, June 28.—The report of 
the grand jury, made yesterday, refers 
to the repeal of the social eyil law, 
which was in force here previous to a 
couple of years ago, and says the crimes 
incident to the social evil have greatly 
increased since the repeal of the law. 
It says that under the existing laws the 
police authorities are almost powerless 
to suppress crimes, which inevitably 
flow from the brothels ofthe city, and 
the jury declare that the best interests 
of suciety demand the re-enactment of 
the social evil law, with the view to 
check the vice as much as possible. It 
is understood the jury found indict- 
ments against a large number of per- 
sons who rent houses to dissolute wo- 
men, but as a capias has not been 
issued yet, the names of the indicted 
parties have not been made public.

While 
he was here, Mr. John Minnis, of Knox- 
ville, special government ageat to 
investigate maii depre.iations, arrived 
in Dover and took charge of the post~ 
office. Upon examination, old regis- 
tered letters were found that had been 
detained and robbed of their contents. 
On his return home, Major Flood 
confessed, pleading in extenuation 
extreme necessity and his purpose of 
replacing the money and forwarding 
letters, which he had filed for that 
purpose. According to his confession, 
about three hundred dollars have been 
at different times extracted from letters, 
covering a period of several years.

Florida, recommended by the Alabama Strength of the White Forces Nearly 


Sax Handred—All the Wouaded 
Soldiers Milled by the Indians. 


San Francisco, June 28.— Dispatches 
from Lewistown, Idahv, report the 
state of affairs at the front up to the 
24th. The renegade Indians are join- 
ing the hostile Indians. Runners have 
been sent to the Polouse, Spokane, Oo- 
lumbia River and the Unatila tribes, 
who, they claimed, would join them, 
and they would clear the whole coun- 
try from Lewistown to Boize City. The 
hostiles have crossed Salmon river at 
the Horse-shoe Bend with all their 
plunder, and will make for the Payette 
and Wesser valJeys with all their war- 
riors. Some estimate the numer at 
three hundred. Dispatches from Gen. 
Howard are to the effect that Col. 
Perry met him at Cottonwood, and his 
force is to move to-morrow morning to 
the old battle ground. ‘The Indians are 
in force at Horseshoe Bend on the 
Salmon river, between White Bird and 
State creeks. The following named 
forces are in the field : 
Reyulars—Perry, 60; Whipple, 100 ; 
Miller, 100; Throckmorton, 135; oth~ 
ers, 75. 

Volunteers —Chapman, 35; Page, 23; 
Hunter, 25; Elliott, 25; Williams, 16. 
All the force has gone to Salmon 
river except Elliott’s company, which 
has gone up Snake river to head off any 
Umatillas who may try to cross to join

THE HORRORS OF WAR. 


An Episode ia ihe Kusse-Tarkish 
Cain paign of S11. 


In 1811 the opposing Russian and Tur- 
kish armies stood facing each other on 
opposite vanks of the Danube. During 
the night between the 8th and 9th of 
September the Turks succeeded, by mak- 
ing a feint, and so attracting the Rus- 
siaus toa spot some three miles below 
the real point of passage, in throwing « 
force ot 2,000 m:n and four guns across 
the river, a short distance above Giur- 
gevo. The first attempts of the Russians 
.0 drive this small body back into the 
river were successfully withstood; rein- 
forcements were rapidly brought over 
from the right to the left banx, until, 
finaly, 30,000 men and fifty guns were 
asse.abled on the northern shore. Every 
ettort to advance further and drive back 
the Russian army, wh.ch had fsllen back 
into an intrenched position, was, how- 
ever, repulsed; the Turks themselver be~ 
ing vbliged after a time to cons:ruct in- 
trenchments io withstand the counter- 
attacks directed against them. Unable to 
drive back the invading force the Rus- 
sians desisted from any further aciive 
measures against it, but, bringing a 
strong flotilla of gunboats up the Danube 
to preventsupplies being carried across 
the river into the Turkish camp on the 
left bank, they quietly awaited events. 
Tne provisions of the Turkish force, 
thus completely insolated, unable to ad- 
vance because Of the Russians force in 
front of it, unable to retreat because of 
the flotilla which effectually prevented 
any bridge beiag thrown across the river, 
sOun began torun short. The weather 
bevame cold, but there was no fuel with 
which to kindle fires. Under these cir- 
cumstances the suffering of the men 
were very gr2at. For some time there 
was horseflesh, but it had to be eaten 
raw, as eveo the tent-polecs had been cut 
up and buro.d. Hundreds died daily, 
and their comrades had not strength to 
bury them. Disease’ was consequently 
svou added to famine, so that when 
finally,on the 8ih of December, peace 
was concluded, but 4,000 men, who are 
described as being but living skeletens 
with scarce suffivient strength to stand 
upright, were left out of 380,000 who 
three months before had crossed the 
river.
